From the South Bend Time* we clip 


the following interesting article showing 
the tie of relationship betweeu theBhuue 
family and residents of this city: 


Early in the eighteenth century a 


wanderer, seeking his fortune, come to 
the new world. Life at that time iu 
America was uot a rose-colored dream, 
a blissful existence, but it was a warfare 
with nature, a life iu which hardship and 
privation wore not strangers, and iu 
which thrift and energy could alone lead 
oue to success. 


The wayfarer was none other than 


Neal Gillcspie, 
great-grandfather of 


James G. Blaiuo, aud also of Mother 
Angela, of St. Mary's academy, near 
this city. Ho full no hesitancy in at- 
tempting to bravo the terrors and rug- 
geduess of a pioneer's life, and he enter- 
tained no doubt of his power to success- 
fully meet and speedily conquer the 
difficulties of an existence in the wilder- 
ness. Traveling to the western part of 
Pennsylvania, he ot last come to the 
swift-flowing Monougahelo river. There 
he selected a location of rare natural 
beauty ou one of the banks of that stream 
and proceeded to negotiate a purchase 
from the ludiau tribe iu that local- 
ity. From "John," theohief of the tribe, 
a tract of land opposite Brownsville, six 
miles long aud bordering this river, was 
purchased, and in that wilderness he 
reared his house and on that homestead 
James G. Elaine first saw tho light. Tin 
Indian tribe, of whom the land was pur- 
chased, removed further west, but soon 
"Indian John" and two or three com- 
panions-returned to their old hunting 
grounds, to their pole-face friend, to 
whom they had become most deeply at- 
tached. 
There they lived until the 


Great Spirit summoned them to the 
happy hunting grounds, of which song 
and tradition hod so many joys re- 
counted. In the private family grave- 
yard of the Gillispie's, on their noble 
Pennsylvania 
homestead, sleeps 
the 


pole-face and the red man alike in those 
narrow beds where Death, the great 
leveler, knows not color or previous con- 
dition. 


Neal Gillespie was the father of a large 


family of daughters, but of only one 
who arrived at maturity, and that son 
was Neal Gillespie, jr., the grandfather 
of James G. Bloine. Eobert Walpole, a 
prominent Indianapolis attorney and 
politician, is o grandson of one of these 
daughters. 
Mrs. David Coleriek, of 


Fort Wayne, is a grandaughter of an- 
other; Mrs. Stansberry, of Covingtou, 
Ky., wife of Hon. Henry Stansberry, 
President Johnson's attorney general, is 
the granddaughter of another, and an- 
other granddaughter is the wife of Col. 
Van Trump, of Lancaster, Ohio, a prom- 
inent politician of the Buckeye state. 
Another daughter was the grandmother 
of Mrs. General Sherman, Judge Ewing, 


Gen. 
Hugh Ewing, Grant's ambassador 


to The Hague; General Thomas Ewing, 
and also of Gen. Charles Ewing, while 
another daughter is the grandmother of 
Ewing Miller, another prominent Ohio

Some 
official brag had been telling how that 
by eminent services or through large 
compensation, he had purchased his,Ub-.

been manumitted by Antonius,' responds 
to the braggadocio in these words, practi- 
cally: "My freedom dates further back 
than yours; I am not a liberated slave;

fences.

Section 1. Be It ordained 07 the common 
council of tbe cltv of Fort Wayne, that it shall 
be unlawful for any person to erect or main- 
tain any fence separating lota or real estate or 
alley, any part of which IB made of barb wire. 
Sections. Any person violating this ordi- 
nance, or any provision thereof, shall, upon 
conviction forfeit and pay a fine to the city of 
Fort Wayne of not less than one dollar nor 
more than one hundred dollars.
